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DAIRY  SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK* 


Growth  in  milk  production  and 
recession-limited  use  brought  price 
stability  to  winter  1991  dairy 
markets  after  a chaotic  pair  of 
years.  However,  prices  regained 
stability  mainly  because  large 
surpluses  of  both  skim  milk  and 
cream  held  prices  near  support 
levels,  far  below  the  prices  of  1989 
or  1990. 

Dairy  product  markets  are 
expected  to  tighten  during  the 
second  half  of  1991.  Recent  drops 
in  farm  milk  prices  probably  will 
erode  expansion  in  milk  output, 
while  the  resumption  of  economic 
growth  and  lower  retail  dairy  prices 
are  projected  to  pull  commercial 
use  higher.  Government  purchases 
are  expected  to  diminish,  while 
farm  milk  prices  post  a seasonal 
increase.  Even  so,  farmers  are 
expected  to  receive  an  average  milk 
price  15-20  percent  lower  than  the 
1990  record. 

Milk  production  grew  2 percent 
from  a year  earlier  during  January- 
March.  Cow  numbers  slipped 
below  a year  earlier,  but  strong 
growth  in  milk  per  cow  persisted. 
Expansion  in  milk  output  was 
widespread  in  early  1991. 

The  effects  of  sharply  lower  1991 


returns  on  milk  production  prob- 
ably will  be  gradual.  Most  dairy 
farmers  entered  the  year  in  rela- 
tively strong  financial  condition, 
heifer  supplies  were  adequate,  and 
forage  problems  seem  largely 
resolved.  By  late  1991,  milk 
production  is  projected  to  be 
barely  above  a year  ago.  The  1991 
total  is  expected  to  be  1-2  percent 
higher  than  1990's  148.3  billion 
pounds. 

Retail  dairy  prices  were  only 
slightly  below  a year  earlier  during 
January-March,  even  though  farm 
prices  fell  20  percent.  Retail 
prices  are  projected  to  decline 
during  most  of  the  rest  of  1991,  as 
the  farm-retail  price  spreads  are 
eroded  from  the  current  relatively 
wide  spreads.  Average  retail  dairy 
prices  probably  will  decline  2-4 
percent  in  1991. 

Larger  milk  production  and 
steady  fluid  milk  sales  resulted  in 
increased  supplies  of  milk  for 
manufacturing  in  early  1991.  With 
commercial  use  of  most  products 
flat,  much  of  this  milk  was  manu- 
factured into  butter  and  nonfat  dry 
milk  for  sale  to  the  Government. 

Except  for  American  cheese, 
commercial  use  of  most  dairy 


products  was  unable  to  grow  in  early 
1991.  The  current  recession  ap- 
peared to  weaken  dairy  sales  quickly 
and  substantially,  while  retail  prices 
stayed  relatively  high.  If  the 
economy  recovers,  commercial  use 
of  milkfat  is  expected  to  grow  1-2 
percent  in  1991.  However,  disap- 
pearance of  skim  solids  is  projected 
to  slip  because  of  lower  sales  of 
nonfat  dry  milk. 

In  1990,  commercial  use  rose  3 
percent  to  a record  of  almost  139 
billion  pounds  (milk  equivalent, 
milkfat  basis).  Butter  and  cheese 
sales  posted  large  increases,  fluid 
sales  totaled  about  the  same,  while 
use  of  nonstorable  manufactured 
products  was  lower.  Commercial 
disappearance  of  nonfat  dry  milk 
was  down  sharply  because  of  the 
loss  of  export  markets. 

Commercial  dairy  stocks  on 
March  1 were  well  above  a year  ago. 
Industry  butter  holdings  were 
reported  at  record  levels,  while 
manufacturers'  stocks  of  nonfat  dry 
milk  were  the  largest  in  16  years. 
Cheese  stocks  were  larger  than  a 
year  earlier  but  probably  were  not 
excessive. 

Government  purchases,  skim 
( Continued  on  page  2) 
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solids  basis,  during  the  first  quarter 
were  equivalent  to  2.4  billion 
pounds  of  milk,  up  from  virtually 
none  a year  ago.  On  a milkfat 
basis,  removals  were  equivalent  to 

4.8  billion  pounds  of  milk,  up  from 

3.9  billion  a year  earlier.  For  all  of 
1991,  milkfat  purchases  are  pro- 
jected to  be  similar  to  1990,  but 
skim  solids  removals  will  be  dra- 
matically higher. 

International  prices  for  butter 
and  nonfat  dry  milk  have  recovered 
slightly  since  late  1990  but  remain 
much  lower  than  a year  ago.  Prices 
probably  will  remain  near  GATT 
minimums  during  the  rest  of  the 
year. 


APRIL  MILK 
PRODUCTION** 

Milk  production  in  the  21  major 
States  during  April  totaled  10.9 
billion  pounds,  1 percent  above 
production  in  these  same  States  in 
April  1990,  according  to  the 
Agricultural  Statistics  Board. 

March  revised  production  at  11.1 
billion  pounds  was  1 percent  above 
March  1990. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
major  States  averaged  1,294  for 
April , 21  pounds  more  than  April 
1990. 

The  number  of  cows  on  farms  in 
the  21  major  States  was  8.43  million 
head,  36  thousand  head  less  than 


March  1991  and  69  thousand  less 
than  April  1990. 

During  the  January-March 
period,  the  21  major  States 
produced  31.7  billion  pounds  of 
milk,  84.6  percent  of  the  U.S. 
production.  If  producers  in  the 
remaining  29  States  not  surveyed 
monthly  followed  the  same  pattern 
as  the  21  States,  the  U.S. 
production  would  be  12.9  billion 
pounds  for  April  1991.

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FEDERAL  ORDER  33  MARKET  SUMMARY  FOR  APRIL  1991 


Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,454,252  pounds 
per  day  during  April  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  an 
increase  of  1.0%  from  the  previous  month  and  16.6% 
more  than  April  1990.1/ 

The  April  1991  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  1 31 ,463,583  pounds  or  54.7%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is  .6% 
less  than  last  month  and  1 .7%  less  than  April  1 990. v 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1  % for  April  1 991 . 

Receipts  from  3,455  producers  by  27  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  8,01 7,735  pounds 
daily  for  April  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  1 .4%  more 
than  last  month  and  21 .3%  more  than  April  1 990.1/ 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  31 
from  the  March  1991  total  and  increased  by  542  from 
April  1990.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts  per 
farm  of  2,321  pounds  were  1 3 more  than  the  previous 
month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  52  pounds  more  than 
April  1 990. 17 

The  April  1991  Class  I price  was  $12.08  per  hun- 
dredweight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in 
Zone  3.  This  was  12  cents  less  than  the  March  1991 
Class  I price  and  $2.18  less  than  the  April  1990  price. 
Prices  for  Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing  area 
other  than  Zone  3 reflect  the  specified  location  adjust- 
ment of  minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1,  minus  14  cents  in 
Zone  2,  plus  7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 cents  in  Zone 
5. 

The  Class  II  price  for  April  1991  was  $10.00.  This 
was  12cents  lessthan  the  March  1 991  Class  II  price  and 
$2.42  less  than  the  April  1990  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $10.04  for  April  1991  was  2 
cents  more  than  the  previous  month  and  $2.28  less 
than  the  April  1990  Class  III  price. 

The  May  1 991  Class  I price  will  be  $1 2.06  for  3.5% 
milk.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  5,226,258  pounds 
per  day  during  April  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  an 
increase  of  2.0%  from  the  previous  month  and  1 .9% 
less  than  April  1 990. ^ 

The  April  1991  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  156,632,005  pounds  or  49.5%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is  1 .2% 
less  than  last  month  and  1.4%  less  than  April  1990. 17 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1%  for  April  1 991 . 

Receipts  from  4,797  producers  by  34  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  1 0,556,705  pounds 
daily  for  April  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  4.8%  more 
than  last  month  and  0.8%  more  than  April  1990.v 

Producers  supplying  the  market  decreased  by  31 
from  the  March  1 991  total  and  decreased  by  249  from 
April  1990.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts  per 
farm  of  2,201  pounds  were  1 1 4 more  than  the  previous 
month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  126  pounds  more  than 
April  1 990. v 

The  April  1991  Class  I price  was  $12.04  per  hun- 
dredweight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants.  This 
was  12cents  less  than  the  March  1991  Class  I price  and 
$2.18  less  than  the  April  1990  price.
